In an interesting chapter it refutes Sombart’s 
The Jews and modern capitalism (Booklist, 10:194, Ja 14) which con- 
tends that the capitalization of industry is due to Jewish influence. Very 
readable.

This is followed by a 
text from the original, which gives evidence of a genial, pleasure loving 
cynic who comments amusedly upon a life which he does not believe in 
taking too seriously.
